a first promoter sequence operatively coupled to said first nucleotide 

sequence for expression of said MOMP in the host; 
a second vector comprising: 

a second nucleotide sequence encoding a 76 kDa protein of a strain of 

Chlamydia and a second promoter sequence operatively coupled to 
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said second nucleotide sequence for expression of said 76 kDa protein 
in the host; and 

a pharmaceutically-acceptable carrier therefor.
